1. X wnderstand that as & consequence of the revision Ee — 
reviped 29 January 1962, thet the OSA has ennunclated a polley tha 
generally OSA people are authorized ten eente a mile under the cireum- 
stances outlined in the CIA Travel Notice dated 2) January 1962. 


2, On this date the Chief, Investigations Division, orfice of 
Seaurity, called to my attention the fact that the expense vouchers 
submitted by three OS Field Security Officers had “pounced”. These 
officers performed assignments for OSA and apparently their vouchers 
had ween referred to [|__| for approval. They had claimed twelve 
cents a mile (which is the standard Office of Security authorization 
for Field Investigators). ‘The work performed by two of these officers 
wes in the Washington, D. ¢., area snd the third, in the San Francisco, 
California, ares. 


3. [___]informed me that the Office of Security policy is 
to @athorize twelve cents a mile for Field Investigators veverdless of 
theiz post ef assignment. He stated that the 06 had raised the question 
with the Agency Comptroller and received his eoneurrence in suthorizing 
¥leld Investigators aseigned te Field offices in the Washington, D. C., 
avea to claim twelve cents a mile. It is understood that the use or 
POy's by auch Field investigative and support officers has been deter- 
mined to be in the beat interest of the Government since it would cost 
a@ tremendous amount more to the Government to endeaver to nmaiatain 
Sovernuant vehicles for their use~ 


lk. Yé is strongly recommended that the O6A follow the pettern 
established by the Office of Security in authorizing Field Security 
officers to claim twelve cents a mile when they employ their POY on 
offieial pusiness. 


5, wholeheartedly agree with the limitation of mileage claims 
+g ten gente & mile for individuals in a Headquerters eity to oosasioneally 
use their car for transportation to a conference, ete. The Field fellow, 
on the other hand, must have a POY and could not operate effectively ag 25X41 
o Field Security Officer without an automobile; and, therefore, should 
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be authorized the maxim amount provided under Government regulations 
19 enable him to amortize the heavy depreciation caveed to the velicle

5S. Uf you concur in the above, I would request thet our Chief, 


Finanee, OGA, be authorized to approve mileage claima by O05 investi- 


gators wha gapport us at twelve cente a mile. This would also make 

for 4 more congistent policy since I can appreciate thet these boye 
would get somewhat confused in the rationale behind their being allowed 
£0 @laim twelve cents a mile on OS assignments and only ten cents a 
wile on the much more sensitive OSA jobs.
